TO CLEAN 


How They May 


CURTAINS. 


Be Done Dp Successfully 
at Home. 


Lace curtains will not brar rubbing. 


All the work must be done carefully 
and gently. For two pairs of curtains 
half fiU a large tub with warm water 
and add to it half a pound of soap, 
which has been shaved fine and dis- 
solved in two quarts of boiling water; 
add also about a giU of household am- 
monia. Let the curtains soak in this 
over night. In the morning sop them 
well in the water and squeeze it all out, 
but do not u-ring the curtains. Put 
them into another tub of water pre- 
pared with soap and ammonia, as on 
the night before; sop them gently in 
this water, and then, after squeezing 
out the water, put them in a tub of 
clean, warm \vat-er. Continue to rinse 
them in fresh tubs of water until there 
is no trace of soap; next rinse them in 
water containing ^bluing. After press- 
ing1 out all the water possible spread 
the curtains over sheets on 'the grass, 
or. if vou have no grass put them on the 
clothes line. When they are dry dip 
them in hot, thick starch and .fasten 
them in the frame that comes for this 
purpose. If you have no frame fasten 
a sheet on a mattress and spread the 
curtains on this, pinning them in such 
a manner that they shall be perfectly 
smooth and have all the pattern of the 
border brought out. 
Place in the sun 


t-odrv.- If it be desired to have the 
curtains a. light ecru shade, rinse them 
In weak coffee, and if you want a dark 
shade use strong coffee. 


If the curtains be dried on a mattress 


they, must be folded smoothly, the size 
Df the mattress. Lace curtains can be 
spread two or three thicknesses in the 
frame.—N. Y. Advertiser. 


WHAT DARWIN OVERLOOKED. 


Self-SHcrlilce Held to Be a Fnctoi; In th« 


Evo!utton of Plant Life. 


Some objection has been made, and 


apparently with some weight, that the 
niodern doctrine of - the evolution of 
plants, based on selfishness, is not by 
uny means the rule prevailing in vege- 
tation—flowers, as well as members of 
the animal world, seem to be governed 
in quite as great a part by self-sacrifice 
as by selfishness, says Meehan's Month- 
ly. "Though tbe struggle for life, as it 
is called, and the "survival of the fittest" 
must have something to do with the 
evolution of form, and must be neces- 
sary to the existence of plants Individ- 
u;U"lv, vet it is evidently not so to all. 
lu human nature selfishness is a trait 
which cannot be left uncultivated. At 
tho same time a large part of human 
oa- are finds just as much pleasure in 
li'.t-'.e deeds which must come under the 
i-la: s of self-sacrifice as in the pursuit 
o! anything that- may have relation to 
the struggle for existence. As an il- 
lustration of this point in plants, the 
prodii-Jtioa of turpentine by the sont-b- 
i-rn'pine trees comes in. If the pine 
trees are left alone the production of 
turpentine is comparatively small, but 
when tapped and made to produce the 
turpentine for the benefit of man jt 
qoes on producing without the tree in 
the least suffering- The annual prod- 
uct of turpentine by the southern pine 
trees is some ten million dollars, which, 
it seems to hand over to the uses of 
man without- the slightest injury to it- 
self- In no way can it be shown that 
the production of turpentine isabenefit 
to the pine tree.

GIBBS' BAD. LUCK. 


Board of Health Is in Earnest and 


Want a Clean City. 


Special Mooting of thelSonrd, to Which the 


Councilman Were Invited—Mr. Miller 


WautH it Street Clcanii:;: Urpiirtnncnt 


Organized—Council AnkoU to Puss 


n Now Garbage Ordinance. 


The boivrd of health held a spocial 


meeting Monday evening to which the 
members of council and other city offi- 
cials woro invited to be present In 
response to the 
invitation 
Messrs, 


Huber, Labold, Men-ill, Gims, Turley, 
Ross, Bannon and Berthold were in at- 
tendance and listened very attentively 
to the doings of their fellow guardians 
of the city's health and prosperity. 
The members of the board present 
were Messrs. Blake, Miller, Osborn, 
Linok, Jack and President Row. 


Mr. Miller made quite a lengthy 


speech on the garbage question. 
Ho 


stated that he had been all over the 
city with the health officer, and had in- 
.spoctod all the alloys as far out as Six- 
teenth street. He called attention to 
the bad condition of the alley immedi- 
ately west of Offnore street, where the 
garbage had not been properly re- 
moved. The rest of the alleys were in 
us good condition as it was possible for 
them to be under present existing con- 
ditions. In almost every alley the peo- 
ple were scattering the garbage broad- 
cast, and he did not think the garbage 
contractor should be compelled to re- 
move such rubbish unless placed in the 
proper receptacles as provided by the 
garbage ordinance, 


Ho was opposed to the letting out of 


the garbage contract. The ciby had 
never been kept clean by the garbage 
contractors and consequently never 
would be in the future. He suggested 
that wo establish a street cleaning de- 
partment similar to our fire depart- 
ment, Ho presented estimates for the 
maintenance of such a department and 
did not think such a plan would cost 
the city more than S-1,000 a year. He 
lamented the fact that the board of 
health had no power to legislate in the 
matter, as ho did not expect any action 
from council. 


Judge Osborn then 
presented 
a 


resolution requesting the passage of an 
ordinance by council providing for the 
guttering of all alleys south of Eleventh 
street and west of Oirnere, 
He gave 


ample reasons for the passage of such 
an ordinance and thought it was ab- 
solutely necessary to keep the city in 
proper sanitary condition. 
The reso- 


lution was adopted. 


Judge Osborn then presented an- 


other resolution asking that council 
revise the present garbage ordinance 
or change it so as to bo practicable. 


Dr. Fulton did not think the present 


ordinance was so bad if it was only 
enforced. 
Ho thought the present 


garbage contractor was doing an ex- 
tra month's work and that the refuse 
and rubbish was being removed as well 
as it over had boon at this time of year. 


Judge 
Osboru 
road the 
present 


ordinance 
and pointed out its im- 


practicability, 
lie thought it would 


cost the contractor 55,000 a year to 
comply with its regulations. Ho know 
of several little country villages where 
the present state of affairs in this 
city would not bo tolerated. 
The 


resolution was carried unanimously. 


Secretary Jack started to read a 


resolution prohibiting the keeping of 
bogs in the city limit but was stopped 
by Solicitor Woodrow who pronounced 
the 
resolution 
as 
impracticable. 


Another 
resolution to prevent the 


hording of cattle in city limits was 
pronounced impossible by the Solici- 
tor 
The only way to prevent such 


things 'was to declare them as nuis- 
ances. 


Judge Osborn moved that the sani- 


tary policeman bo empowered to re- 
move garbage on complaint without 
the customary notice to the contractor, 
Solicitor 
Woodrow suggested 
that 


when garbage was not properly, placed 
in receptacles for the contractor, the 
city 
should prosecute, 
Mr. Miller 


moved that 1500 copies of the garbage 
ordinance bo printed and distributed, 
and that council should see that its 
provisions are enforced. 


Councilman Huber thought the board 


should make some definite charges and 
complaints to council. A lengthy dis- 
cussion was then entered 
into by 


Messrs. Fulton, Miller and Huber. 


Mr. Liuek moved that council be re- 


quested to tlx the gutter between West 
Second and Sinton streets as they had 
been requested to do two years ago. 
Carried, 
Judge Osborn then moved 


that tho sanitary policeman be auth- 
orized to purchase 
instruments for 


testing milk. 
Adjourned.

They are of the class known as "wire 
goods," and are made either wholly or 
in part of nickel plated spring wire. 
Among them is a paper rack that is 
both neat and convenient. A broom 
holder that suspends the broom brush 
downward. A patented fan, consisting 
of a pasteboard heart, disk or other 
device, held by and supported upon its 
sides by a spring wire handle. The 
line comprises about thirty novelties, 
all of which are far ahead of anything 
yet on the market.
